On September 28, 1959, a confidential informant, who 
has furnished reliable information in the past, learned the 
following from Cuban Financial Counselor Joaquin E t/- M eyer , 
who had recently attended a meeting of the United Nations 
General Assembly in New York City: 

Meyer indicated that he had heard the speech made 
before the Un^/ted Nations General Assembly by Cuban Foreign 
Minister RauJ***Koa and characterized such speech as being 
"very independent." Meyer felt that Roa's speech makes a 
break in the previous solid Latin-yAmerican block, upon which 
the United States has been able to count for support of its 
position in the United Nations. Meyer felt that the speech 
constituted the most authoritative and most recent comprehensive 
statement of Cuban foreign policy. He indicated that this 
was recognized as such by Cuban Ambassador ErnestdTDihigo, 
who has secured a number of copies of the speech for 
distribution to members of the Cuban Embassy staff. > 


In connection with the fact that Cuba has committed 
itself to support independence for Algeria, Meyer stated that 
it was not really a new position. He indicated that when 
he was a member of the Cuban Delegation to the United Nations 
in 1947, he clearly recalled that pressure had been brought 
to bear on Cuba by the United States in order to "keep Cuba 
in line" concerning the question of Algeria. He recalled 
that in this connection, one of the members of the United 
States Delegation to the United Nations had asked Meyer if 
he was a communist because of his support of the Algerian 
side of the question. Meyer indicated that he had told this 
person that it appeared to Meyer that in supporting the French 
position, the United States had forgotten its own origin. 

Meyer commented, however, to the informant that in matters of 
this type the United States was obliged to trade votes with 
and support the traditional "imperialist" nations, such as 
France and England, # , .

A confidential source furnished the 
following information on September 18, 1959: 

After the end of the Cuban Revolution, 

January 1, 1959, the Castro forces took over the 
government. The general population was elated 
over the change. It was not until February, 1959, 
that the people were impressed with Castro's real 
strength when he began to replace government and 
police officials with his own followers. To date, 
the former government and police executives have 
absolutely no influence. Some older technicians 
in the Navy have remained to handle skilled Jobs 
but none have any influence. 

All landowners who own more than 70 acres 
of land have had it confiscated for the use of the 
government. So far, American owned property has not 
been seized but this will take place eventually. 

Sugar is the main Cuban crop. The con- 
fiscated land has been given to the workers to develop, 
not to own. As a result workers are not producing as 
they should. 

Thus far, other industry and other 
agricultural crops have not been taken over by the 
government. This action has been expected but has not 
yet materialized.

Approximately two or three months ago a 
group of young people who had communist ideologies 
was sent to Austria by the Castro government for the 
purpose of studying Communism. 

After October 1, 1959* a new government 
regulation is to be placed into effect which requires 
every person who owns an automobile worth more than 
$3000.00 to purchase annual license tags which cost 
$5* 000. 00. The purpose of this regulation is to 
force American cars out of Cuba so that European cars, 
not those manufactured in the United States, will be 
purchased in the future. 

The economic situation is getting worse 
daily. No investments are being made because there 
is no security.

Cubans 
are discouraged from travelling to the United States. 

A Cuban may not take over $500.00 with him to any 
country with the exception of Spain. There is no 
restriction on amount of money taken to Spain because 
the Spanish government owes money to Cuba. 

Cuban taxes have increased tremendously.

' Conservative persons are afraid. The 

government is a one-man affair and there is no appeal 
for wrongs done. The general public feels that the 
old dictatorship under Batista was preferable to the 
Castro government.

Out of approximately six million inhabitants in Cuba 
there are more than one million unemployed persons. 

This is a highly unusual situation. Construction 
workers are all unemployed as there is no construction 
at the present time. 

It is rumored that many Cubans, both inside 
and outside of the country, are conspiring to overthrow 
Castro. The source believes that there is financial 
backing being furnished by Batista supporters and by 
those who have lost businesses. The Dominican Republic 
is also financing this movement. The Communists claim 
that the United States is backing the move to depose 
Castro.

The Cuban people are generally living in 
terror. They know they are living under a dictatorship 
and everyone is afraid to say anything. It is felt 
that an economic depression is forthcoming. There is 
no trust in government and there is a general feeling 
that the Castro government will eventually come to a 
disasterous end. Businessmen, Industrialists, bankers 
and professional people are all afraid of the future. 


The Cuban press has been forced into being 
pro-Castro. People read only what the government 
dictates that they should read.

In giving consideration to the possibility of exploiting this 
information we requested Legat, Havana, to ascertain in what context word 
"God" was used in former constitution and significance of its emission

A source of Legat, Havana, advised there has been much comment in 
various strata of Cuban society concerning the omission of the mention of 
"God" from the "Ley Fundamental" (Fundamental Law) under which the

under which previous governments operated, God , s Grace was invoked • 
According to this source, the "Ley Fundamental" is actually based on the 
Constitution of 1940 but of course has several changes in line with

Doctor Sterling advised, however, that Ir / his view, 
a break by Castro of Cuban diplomatic relations with the 
United States would not be inconsistent with the current 
political atmosphere which has been created in^Cuba by the 
Castro regime. Doctor Sterling offered, the following infor- 
mation as a basis for his opinion: 



Doctor Sterling explained that Jie is personally 
well-acquainted with Castro, since Castro was one of his 
students at the University of Havana from 19^5 bo 19117. 
Sterling explained that Castro's father was a Spaniard 
who fought against the independence of Cuba. Fidel Castro 
was reared, then, in a family of Spanish origin, the father 
of which hated the United States for haviry£ bee^i a major 
factor in Cuba's liberation from Spain, 




Sterling explained that he personally has long 
played a role in both political and academic life in Cuba 
where he has been not only a university professor but also 
a member of the Cuban legislature and one of the leading 
figures in the Partido Del Pueblo Libre (Party of the Free 
People). He explained that the political party was origin- 
ally headed by one, Doctor Eduardo Chivas, who committed 
suicide in 1951. Thereafter, the party became divided into 
two wings, one of which was headed by Sterling and the second 
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headed by Roberto Agramonte, the recently deposed Foreign 
Minister of the Castro regime. Sterling was the presidential 
candidate of his wing of the party which aimed at taking 
power through free elections. The Agramonte wing of the 
party held, with Castro, that power could only be secured 
by violent revolution, against the then Cuban President 
Fulgencio Batista. 



Sterling advis/Sd that when Batista conducted 
fraudulent elections in 1954* he. Sterling, took political 
asylum in the United States but later returned to Cuba 
and headed the nonviolent opposition of his political party 
to the Batista regime. He said that his party continued 
to press for free elections in Cuba negotiating both with 
the regime in power and with the Castro group, then in open 
rebellion. He advised that relations with Castro and his 
followers became so strained that an attempt was made on 
his, Sterlings, life by Castro followers in Havana, in 
1956, and again in Miami, Florida, in 1957. 

Sterling advised that the Cuban elections of 
1958 were also fraudulent and, as a result, his, Sterling's, 
political party was almost completely frustrated. Batista's 
fraudulent tactics in these elections, however, led directly 
to his overthrow the following December. Sterling and his 
group, however, had been previously secretly negotiating 
with the Castro group for free elections but without success , 
Sterling said that Castro issued a decree, while he was in 
the Sierra Maestra. .which banned Sterling's political party 
for 30 years . /fcXs^A ) 

Sterling indicated that, in his view, the Castro 
regime is a communist oriented movement, but he said that 
he has no personal knowledge of specific communist ties 
of the various leaders of the regime with the exception of 
the present Cuban President and current Cuban Minister of 
Defense. He added that most of the significant figures of

According to Cisneros, Roa suggested that Dihigo 
inrite all of the Latin American diplomatic corps to the 
Cuban Embassy in order to explain the Cuban position. 

Cisneros, according to the informant, furnished this 
information to Dihigo who desired the reaction of 
Cisneros to the .above suggestion.
